I would be just as broke 
as ever, but considerably hap- 
pier In other words—perhaps a 
third of our Canadian population 


is now condemned to substand- 
ard living. 
It seems strange to the young 


fellow who plans to get married 
and to the family man, that his 
smal! earned income is being 
taxed, while a legacy of $50,000 


of unearned income escapes scot 


free. 

Is there any hope that Mr 
Abbott will take another and 
closer look?
